ment is spreading through Ameri­ 
can Protestantism. Some ministers 
consider it the most significant d e ­ 
velopment of the current religious 
rev ival. 


P ray er cells are small groups 
of 
Christian laymen who 
take 
their religion seriously. They meet 
privately, usually in a m e m b e r's 
home, to pray together, read the 
Bible and talk over the problems 
which beset an ordinary man and 
woman in the effort to “ draw near 
ti God with faith.” 


Clergymen are impressed 
with 
the movem ent for several reasons. 
It is growing rapidly in all parts 


of the country. It is largely spon­ 
taneous in the sense that 
most 
cells are formed by laymen on 
their own initiative, ra the r than 
organized 
by 
churches. It cuts 
across denominational lines 
Many churc hm en have been du­ 
bious about the sincerity of the 
religion*- revival that has swelled 
U. S. church rolls to record high. 
But 
prayer cells are not easily 
explained by any of the superfi­ 
cial motives that are sometimes 
attributed to church mem bersh ip 
Not 
Particularly 
“ R espectable” 
Joining a p ra y e r cell is not 
a 
good way to m ake social or busi­ 
ness contacts, or “ set an e x a m ­ 
ple for the children.” 
Even 
in 
this day of publi 
piety, it is not a 
particularly 
“ res pec table” 
thing 
to do. 
People who would 
con­ 
gratulate you w a rm ly for becom­ 
ing 
an 
usher 
or 
a 
dercon at 
church are likely to lift an eye­ 
brow at the idea of meeting 
in 
somebody’s liking room to pray. 
The obvious conclusion is that 
small, 
informal 
pra y e r 
groups 
meet a spiritual need widely felt 
among toda y’s Christian laymen. 
Episcopal Bishop Austin Pardue 
of Pittsburgh, who has seen more 
than IOO p ra ye r cells spring up in 
hi*- city in the past rcv 
years, be­ 
lieves 
they 
attra ct 
people 
who 
“ are seeking a faith that is more 
intimate and personal than can be 
found in formal Sunday services.” 
Other ministers rega -d the quiet 
simplicity of pra y e r cell worship 
a* a valuable antidote to the I usy 
round of activities which cha ra c­ 
terizes modern church life. 
“ We have all gotten so caught 
up in the successful running of the

church that it is 
comm on 
for 
m any to think that business ac­ 
tivities 
are identical 
with reli­ 
gion,” said the Rev. John Heuss, 
rector 
of Trinity Church, 
N ew 
York. "To pay m ortgages, to build 
new parish houses, to put on 
a 
drive for new m em bers, to hold 
ba zaars, 
lunches, 
d im ers 
and 
bake sales—all this is adm irable, 
but it is not religion.” 


Supplem ent Church Attendance 


For 
most 
participants, 
prayer 
cells 
are 
a 
supplem ent, 
rather 
than 
a substitute, for 
regular 
church attendance. Many cells are 
formed among people 
who first 
met each other while working to­ 
gether on 
some church project. 
Others bring together people who 
live in the sam e neighborhood, at­ 
tend the sam e university, or work 
in the sam e office. 
Som * kind of 
comm on bond is im portant to help 
overcome 
the 
self-consciousness 
and em barrassm ent 
which most 
laymen feel about praying aloud 
1 or talking 
sincerely about their 
religious feelings in front of 
a 
group. 


This 
self-consciousness 
wears 
off. mem bers say, after tha group 
has been meeting for a while. TYte 
j experience of sharing doubts and 
i convictions, of “ bearing one an- 
I other's burdens” in the most im ­ 
portant concern of life, can make 
i friends 
out 
of strangers 
rather 
: quickly. 


The 
result 
is 
a 
relationship 
which the church historically has 
prized as one of the fruits — and 
one of the prerequisites—o f true 
Christian living. 


The Bible calls it fellowship and 
Jes us made plain the gre at value 
he attached to it when he p ro m ­ 
ised that wherever “ two or three

Permitted Acreage 
Under Soil Bank

The • permitted acreage" under 
the Soil Bank's Acreage Reserve

INTRODUCTION - Much has 
been said in recent 
years 
about 
the "social gospel,” or, the "so ­ 
cial implications in the gospel.” 
Let us understand that there is a 
j social side to Christian living and 
practice. 
In other words, 
God 
has ordained that Christians shall 
practice social justice. 


Social problems are not new. 
Even back in the Old Testament 
days there were many, many so­ 
cial problems. 
God gave instruc­ 
tions as to how to deal with these 
problems. 
Amos, the great Old 
Testament 
prophet, 
whom 
we 
study 
in this lesson, 
was a cru­ 
sader in social justice. 


Some folks today think that the 
state 
and secular 
organizations 
should take care of all social prob­ 
lems and that the church should 
have 
nothing at all 
to do with 
them. 
This is not true! It is con­ 
trary to God’s word. 


One of the greatest social prob­ 
lems 
confronting 
the 
American 
public today is the liquor problem. 
It has caused more veartache and 
trouble than any other one prob­ 
lem 
This is Temperance Sunday 
all over the United States; so let 
us consider this problem as it is. 


I 
GOD CALLS LEADERS 
(Amos 1:1) 


God seems always to have 
a 
"m an of the hour.” 
It is God who 
calls men to places of leadership. 
There have been times in past 
history when fhe leadership in the 
churches became cold and indiffer­ 
ent spiritually, and God raised up 
a man to put them to shame. 
In 
some 
churches 
today 
there are 
leaders who «e*>m not to care that 
liquor is taking a terrible toll 
in 
lives and influence. 
God called Amos "while he was 
among the herdmen.” God calls 
men from their common, every­ 
day 
places 
of labor. 
He 
calls 
them to stand up and be counted 
for His cause. 
God is calling for 
real men today who will take a 
strong, definite stand against the 
liquor traffic. 


II 
GOD WARNS OF 
DESTRUCTION (Amos 6 :4 7 ) 


God 
warned 
Israel 
of 
what 
would happen unless they put a 
stop to their liquor 
drinking and 
immoral actions. 
That warning 
was that their government would 
be destroyed and they would be 
taken captive. 


Could it happen in America? Of 
course, it can happen right here- 
Everyday we hear and read about 
how terrible is communism—and 
it 
is! 
However, 
we have 
not 
nearly so much tr fear from isms 
from without our country as we 
do the liquor traffic and immor­ 
alities within our country. 


Why cannot our nation wake up 
and see what has happened to oth­ 
er 
countries? 
One time 
Rome 
was 
the 
mightiest 
empire 
on 
earth. 
At another time 
France 
stood as master of all the world. 
At still another time Greece was 
ruler of the world. What happen­ 
ed? 
Was it some ou’sidr military 
force that defeated them. 
No! It 
was the liquor traffic and immor­ 
ality within that weakened them 
until they were easy prey to the 
enemy. 


It can happen here! 
Every per­ 
son who sells, buys or consumes 
liquor in any form, at any time, 
i* contributing not only to his own 
personal downfall; but the down­ 
fall of his home and nation. 


III 
GOD D ETESTS HYPOCRISY 
(Amos 7:10-15) 


The church leaders were em ­ 
barrassed when Amos spoke out 
against 
the sins 
o f the 
people. 
They requested him to go back to 
his own country. 
Amos told them 
that God had called him to pro­ 
claim the truth. 
He said that he 
htd neither been a prophet, nor 
"the son of a prophet” , but that 
God had called him while he was 
among the herdmen. 


CONCLUSION - Sometimes it 
is most difficult for God’s spokes 
man to proclaim the truth today. 
The easy 
thing would 
be to hob 
nob with the guilty persons and 
pat 
them 
on the back 
and tell 
them that after all they are pret-
